A Long and Labored Discussion of Cur- 
rency From » Uolrt (ft ami point - Bl 
Bye id Cuban Independence. 



Only two subjects are discussed in 
the message transmitted to Congress 
by President Cleveland to-day — 
foreign relations and finance. The 
principal features aod recommenda- 
tions of the document are summar- 
zed here: - 

1. The Monroe doctrine is upheld 
in connection with Venezuela's di 
pute with England, and the British 
Go\ eminent has been officially noti 
fied that the United States are op

posed to a forcible increase by any 
European power of its territorial pos- 
sessions on this continent. 

2. Our relations with England and 
Germany in the control of Sai 
inconsistent with the traditions of 
this country and in violation of the 
principles we profess. 

3. Little comfort is given the 
friends of Cuban independence. The 
President says the plain duty of this 
government is to observe in good 
faith the recognized obligation of in 
ternational law. 

4. The mebsage merely reviews 
recent events in Turkey and notes 
the measures adopted by this Gov- 
ernment to protect its citizens in that 
countrv. 

5. The President recommends that 
Ambassadors and Ministers of the 
United States at foreign capitali 
provided with official residences at 
the public expense. 

6. The decrease of the gold re- 
serve is attributed to the falling off 
in exports under the tariff law now 
repealed and to the increase in the 
agitation for free coinage. 

7. "I never have had the slightest 
misgiving concerning the wisdom or 
propriety of the recent bond issue, 
and am quite willing to answer for 
my full share of responsibility for its 
promotion." 

8. The Government "has paid in 
gold more than nine-tenths of itf 
United States notes and still owei 
them all.*' 

9 The following is suggested 
The retirement or cancellation of the 
United States notes, or greenbacks, 
and the outstanding treasury, notes 
issued by the Government in pay 
ment of silver purchases under the 
act of 1890. This could readily be 
accomplished by exchanging the 
notes for United States bonds, long 
term, of small and large denomina- 
tions, with a low rate of interest. A 
feature of the plan would be to au- 
thorize the Secretary of the Treasury 
to dispose of the bonds abroad for 
gold, using the proceeds to take up 
ind cancelany notes in the Treasury 
or any that might be received by the 
Government. 

10. National banks should be allowed 
to issue a circulation equal to the par 
value of the bonds they deposit to 
secure it, and the tax on this circula- 
tion be reduced to one-fourth of 
one per cent. 

11. Relief should be had from 
maintaining a gold reserve "under 
conditions that constitute it the ba- 
rometer of our solvency." Gold 
should cease to be an object "attract- 
ing the timid watch of our people and 
exciting their sensitive imaginations." 

12. "We ire financially ill, and 
require heroic treatment and unpleas- 
ant iemedies." 

i. "Free silver means a collapse 
of the entire system of credit, parting 
company with the progressive and en- 
lightened nations of the world— in 
short, "national immorality." 

. "Even the continued agitation 
of the silver questions adds greatly to 
the difficulties of a dangerous finan- 
cial situation already forced upon us " 
15. In conclusion, Mr. Cleveland 
desires to assure Congress that he is 
prepared \o co-operate with it in the 
perfection of any measure promising 
thorough and practical releif.

BUT FEW CHANGES. 

THE COUNCIL CHANGES SALA- 
RIES AND SELECTS OFFICERS. 



Reductions Amounting to S310 a Year 
Mad* I* tlie Pay 
No«o»»ary to Finish the 
Itot of Offices. 



The now city council met Tuesday 
night and after attending to routine 
business adopted an ordinance fixing 
salaries for the next two years as fol 
lows: 

Clerk, $300 instead of $400. 
Treasurer, $400 instead of $360. 
Attorney, $450 instead of $500. 
Assessor, $200, no change made. 
Sexton, $360, no change made. 
Teamster $300, no change made. 
Street supervisor, $600 as hereto 
fore. 

Chief of Police, $840 instead of 
100. 

Policemen, $630 instead of $660. 
Firemen §66, no change made. 
Collector 3% per cent, of collections. 
After this business was finished, on 
motion of Anderson the council 
went into executive session and after 
the room was cleared the election of 
officers was begun. Three candi- 
dates were voted for in the clerk's 
The contest opened with Ware 
Pool and Anderson voting for H. W. 
Tibbs; Holland, Perry and Flack for 
C M. Meacham and Dalton for Lu- 
an H. Davis. After three or four 
ballots Flack voted for Davis with an 
aal vote for Meacham and 
Anderson alternated between Tibbs 
and Davis. Sixteen ballots were 
taken without a result beirjg reached 
and then a mo! ion was adopted to 
drop the hindmost man on the next 
ballot. On the 17th ballot Andersou 
returned toTibbs and Flack voted for 
Davis, keeping him from being drop- 
ped. The ballot stood Tibbs 8, 
Meacham 2, Davis 2. Nobody was 
dropped and the deadlock was allow- 
ed to remain until the fo'lowing 
■ght. 

For treasurer, Buckner Leavell, W. 
P. Win free and H. D. Wallace were 
voted for. On the third ballot Mr. 
Leavell was elected, receiving four 
votes to three for Winfree. 

J. B. Allensworth, W. S. Withers, W. 
R.Howell and Jno. Phelps were voted 
for in the attorney's race. The race 
narrowed down to the first two and 
AllenBworth was elected, receiving 4 
votes to 3 for Withers. 

John A. Twyman was re-elected 
street supervisor without opposition. 

L. C. Cravens was chosen tax col- 
lector on the first ballot, receiving 4 
votes to 2 for R. M. Hurt and 1 for 
R. M. Wooldridge, Lee Morris, city 
teamster, and R. Roark, cemetery sex- 
re each chosen on the first bal- 
lot without opposition. 
Geo. Bradley was elected assessor 
i the fifth ballot. His vote was 4 to 
3 for J. T. Greer. There were several 
candidates in this race, before the 
contest finally narrowed down 
Bradley and Greer. 
• After considerable wrangling the 
salaries of the police force were slight- 
ly reduced. The chief was put at 
$840 instead of $900 and the police- 
nen will be paid §630 instead of $660. 

The election waB then resumed and 
in the first ballot the entire force was 
elected as follows: J. Sol Fritz, 
'hief; H H. Lame, T. L. Smith. J. 
M. Cravens, Geo. W. 
»m Walker. 
The meeting then adjourned 
on motion of Flack, leaving the 
clerk's race unsettled. 

The Board met again Wednesday 
night to try it again, and one 
ballot served to settle the long drawn 
out race. Meacham's name was with- 
drawn by Holland -and his two re- 
maining votes divided, Holland going 
to Tibbs and Perry to Davis. This 
would have elected Tibbs, but a sur- 
prise was in store. Anderson,the Re- 
publican member, threw Tibbs, at the 
last moment and voted for Davis, giv- 
ing him the necessary. 4 votes. 

Mr. Davis is book-keeper for C. M. 
Latham and is a very capable and 
deserving young man. He is a 
brother-in-law to Councilman Dalton.

his father (great-grandfather of the 
subject of this sketch) emigrating 
from the Emerald Isle prior to the 
Revolutionary War, in which he ren- 
dered valuable service, being at York- 
town when Coruwallis surrendered. 
His wife was Margaret O'Connell, a 
relative of the immortal Irish orator 
and patriot, Daniel O'Connell; and 
this relationship perhaps accounts for 
the rare and brilliant How of elo- 
quence which characterizes Ken- 
tucky's new governor. 

Robert M. Bradley, father of Wil- 
liam 0., married Ellen Totten, a 
daughter of Joseph H. Totten, whose 
father came from Culpeper county, 
rginia, and settled in Garrard coun- 
ty. He also served in the Revolu- 
tionary war, when William was 
quite young his parents moved to 
Somerset, Ky., where they remaiuded 
until the late war broke out. Al- 
though only 15 years of age, he left 
the schoolroom and entered the Union 
army as recruiting officer in Pulaski 
county, and then as a private soldier 
at Louisville. His stay with the army 
was of short duration, however, and 
he returned home and began the. 
udy of law with- his father. By a 
.ecial act of the legislature, the first 
act of the kind ever passed in Ken- 
tucky, he was admitted to the bar at 
the age of 18 years, and formed It 
partnership with his father in the 
legal profession at Lancaster. This 
was an able firm, and by close appli- 
cation and constant practice he be 
came master of his profession and 
gained not only a competency but a 
national reputation among the most 
profound jurists of the age. In 1870

or vice legates, who exercised power in 
the pontifical state in the name of the 
chiefs of Christianity. Ajjoiong these 
may be mentioned Julien de la Iio\i".e, 
who later became the celebrated tone 
■Tubus n.j George d' Amboise, who was 
minister of King Louis XII.; Alexander 
Farnese; the two Burbarinis; Cardinal 
Mazarin, who resided at Avignon from 
10,14 to 1037, and who when minister of 
atate to Louis XIV. accompanied that 
puissant monarch on the visit he made 
he representative of the sovereign 
pontiff at Avignon in 1060. 

The Hoi-Soleil was not, however, the 
only French monarch who had been en- 
tertained In the palace. Charles VI. 
visited the place in 1420; Francis L, in 
1515, 1533 and 1530; Charles IX., in 1504; 
Henry III., In 1574; Queen MarM de 
Medici, in 1000, and Louis XIII., in 10C2. 

It is hardly necessarv to say that the 
popes did not con tine themselves to rais- 
ing a formidable fortress, capable of re- 
sisting the assaults of the mobs and 
armies of the middle ages. They also 
decorated and furnished it with great 
sumptuousness. Immense riches viere 
accumulated there, which more than 
once incited noted adventurers of the 
epoch to try and jjet possession of the 
palace, lie^owned planters and their 
leading pupils were summoned from 
Italy to cover the walls with frescoes, 
the majority of which were chefa 
d'oeuvre, but of which, unfortunately, 
few vestiges now reuiuin. 

After the last of the vice legates, Phil- 
ip Casonl, had been expelled from Avig- 
non in 1790, the palace was for a few 
years entirely abandoned. DuringthiB 
time it was pillaged from roof to cellar. 
Doors, windows nnd tiles, the richly- 
worked iron and woodwork, and the 
magnificent marble staircase, were car- 
ried away by the people. The marble 
of the staircase was used to build fire- 
places with, and many of the latter are 
*ti 11 to Vie seen in the houses of the peas- 
antry around Avignon, 

Subsequently, however, the north 
wing, which had been constructed by 
Uenoit XII., was transformed into a de- 
partmental prison, and the remaVpder 
of the palace was used as a barracks. 

I ■inally, in 1810, by imperial decree, 
the latter part of the palace was given 
to the town of Avignon, and the urui- 
fruct conceded to the military engi- 
flwrs for a barracks. The military au- 
thorities have abominably Mutilated 
the place without making a good bar- 
racks of it. 

It is a matter of congratulation to all 
lovers of art that the historical pile Is 
at length to be rescued from the hands 
of the spoiler, and restored. The work 
of restoration is estimated to cost near- 
ly $ 1 ,000,000, and It is proposed to con- 
i ]ialace into a "museum of 
< 'hristendoin," which will contain many 
souvenirs of the building's palmy days, 
as the residence of the popes. 

It may be that it is destined one of 
these days to recover Its former eclat by 
again becoming the se*t of the sover- 
eign (HHitiff.

Many ideas were considered as to the 
form the memorial should take. Some 
favored a statue, others a plain block of 
.-.tone. Finally it was determined to 
adopt a unique design, commemorative 
not only of the sturdy nature of the 
priest explorer, but of the wonderful 
geological formation of the district. 
A cairn of granite bowlders has been 
erected, the separate rocks being firmly 
cemented together. The material is 
from the great deposits brought from 
the take Superior region by the glacial 
stream and deposited in the valley. 

As seen by the illustral ion the form Is 
pyramidal, roughly speaking, from a 
triangular base. The o.\ posed surfaces 
apeak plainly of glacial planing and 
polishing, the striatums being indi- 
cated.
